Examiner informed Applicant's rep that after-final amd. did not distinguish the claimed invention from all the prior art 
applied in the previous action (most notably GB 1050517 to Werz and US Re. 23572 to Curran). The examiner and 
Applicant's rep discussed possible ways to amend the claims to overcome the prior art and finally agreed to amend 
claims 19 and 34 by deleting "wherein the spring steel band is attached to a leading portion of the sliding shoe only" 
and replace it with -wherein only one edge of the spring steel band is attached to the sliding shoe--. Support for such 
an amendment is found on p. 10, lines 1-5 of the specification and in Figure 1.
